of  New  Fifigland.  Coiigregationalists  are  not 
I’rcsbyterians.  The  true  Presbyterian  system 
rejects  Congregationalism  as  unscriptural  and 
of  evil  tendency.  We  do  not  remember  a 
case  of  an  Episcopal  minister  in  this  country 
beconuiif'^  a  Congregalionalist.  So  that 
“  Geneva,”  in  the  use  we  are  referring  to, 
has  no  reference  to  that  form  of  professed 
Christianity,  but  must  refer  exclusively  lo 
Presbyterianism.  And  since  the  Presby¬ 
terianism  of  this  country  has  no  resemblance, 
but  in  certain  forms  of  church  government, 
to  the  mlioriaHstic  aad  udhiel  school  now  at 
Geneva,  we  cannot  su  ppi^e  the  present  Geneva 


doctrine  of  justification  and  of  tbe  way  of 
salvation,  from  grace  to  merit,  from  faith  to 
works  ;  he  must  b«dieve  in  purgatory,  and  in¬ 
dulgences,  and  image  worship,  &c.  And  all 
this  and  ten  times  more  is  no  worse  than  to 
deny  Episcopacy  and  take  Presbytery  !  Now 
what  must  be  thought  of  the  Protestantism, 
or  arili-Papacy  of  such  men  !  How  little 
value  must  they  set  on  evangelical  doctrine 
in  comparison  with  outward  ecclesiastical 
polity  !  How  little  can  they  know  or  esti¬ 
mate  the  corruptions  of  Popery,  if  they  think 


laborious  research  and  elaborate  analysis  of 
facts  condensed  in  his  Life  of  Wesley,  was,  I 
and  is,  beyond  our  feeble  comprehension. 
For  he  was  not  a  mere  plodder  or  literary 
drudge; — he  was  a  poet,  a  man  of  genius, 
a  man  sensitive,  vivacious,  and  imaginative  ; 
a  man  engaged  in  multifarious  and  oppressive 
literary  labors  ;  and  yet  he  teems  as  much  at 
home  and  at  his  ^ase  in  tbe  annals  of  Method-  | 
ism,  as  though  he  had  been  all  his  life  Secre-  ' 
tary  to  the  Conference,  or  Librarian  to  Mr. 
Wesley  hinuself. 

Not  that  we  mean  to  say,  he  rightly  under¬ 
stood  what  Weslevanisin  was  or  is ;  or  that  he 
was  duly  qualified  to  pronounce  upon  the  duc- 
trinesor  religiouscharacterof  Mr.  Wesley.  He 
was  a  long  way  off  from  this,  as  his  book 
clearly  evinces.  He  could  diligently  collect 
striking  anecdotes  ;  vividly  describe  remark¬ 
able  incidents ;  and  compile  the  most  full, 
readable,  and  entertaining  biography  which 
hasever  appeared  of  “Wesley  and  his  Times.” 
He  could  also  comment  shrewdly,  and  often 
powerfully,  upon  the  matters  before  him ; 
could  make  picturesque  sketches  out  of  the 
most  unpicturesque  materials;  still  more,  he 
could  admire  and  defend  much  that  an  ungod¬ 
ly  world  had  scofifed  at  without  investigating; 
and  he  afforded  to  the  principles  and  exertions 
of  Wesley  a  larger  measure  of  candor,  not  to 
say  of  justice,  than  had  been  ordinarily  meted 
out  by  the  arbiters  of  taste  and  literature. 
But  still  he  was  not  a  befitting  historian  of 
Wesleyanism  ;  just  as  we  should  say,  and  for 
the  self-same  reasons,  neither  better  nor  worse.

discussion,  or  their  application  to  men’s  hearts 
and  lives.  The  rise,  progress, and  tendencies 
of  Methodism  were  not  susceptible  of  being 
rightly  discussed  in  the  cool,  philosophical 
spirit  which  affected — (for  in  this,  Southey 
and  Sydney  Smith,  Giffiord  and  Jeffrey,  the 
Edinburgh  and  the  duarterly,  differing  on 
most  other  points,  fraternally  coalesced) — to 
hold  fairly  the  balance  of  lunacy,  and  to  dis¬ 
criminate  between  the  varying  shades  of 
spiritual  monomania.  For  there  is  a  latent 
assumption  in  all  such  books  as  Southey’s 
Wesley,  that  earnest  religionists,  of  every 
class  and  grade,  are  mad  ;  only  each  writer 
undertakes  to  show  that  his  own  favorite  mad¬ 
man  had  lucid  moments,  and  was  also  a  much 
more  respectable  madman  than  many  others ; 
and  indeed,  that  great  advantage  accrued  lo 
society  from  his  biting  those  of  his  neighbors 
whose  moral  conslilOlion  needed  a  stronger 
stimulus  than  the  ordinary  inoculation  of  sound 

teaching  and  iudicious  admp»»i»i«m.

asked,  “  that  Robert  Southey  was  not  a  re¬ 
ligious  man,  and  therefore  could  not  fitly 
write  a  religious  history  ?”  This  is  a  home 
question,  adroitly  put;  and  our  reply,  most 
candid  questionist,  is,  that  if  you  will  define 
what  you  mean  by  “  a  religious  man,”  we  will 
tell  you  frankly  whether  or  not  Wesley’s 
delineator — ^judging  by  his  book,  for  we  are 
not  opening  personal  discussions — would  full 
under  your  category.  Southey  was  transcen- 
dently  more  thoughtful  and  serious  than  the 
great  mass  of  the  literary  men  of  his  day ; 
and  his  respect  and  reverence  for  Christianity 
were  indisputable ;  but  if  we  were  to  specify 
all  that  Holy  Scripture  leads  us  to  include  in 
the  definition  of  “  a  religious  man” — and  such 
a  one  as  would  be  spiritually,  as  well  ns 
mentally  and  morally,  qualified  to  write  the 
life  of  an  Augustine,  or  Luther,  or  Hooker, 
or  Wesley,  or  Cecil,  or  Wilberforce,  or 
Simeon — we  have  purposely  jumbled  a  few 
widely-divided  yet  characteristic  names — we 
ipprehend  that  Southey  would  hive  cried 
“  Hold”  long  before  we  finished  the  portrait, 
and  have  protested  that  we  were  blending 
fanaticism  with  religion.  The  inspired  record 
tells  us  (hat  Barnabas  was  “a  good  man,  and 
full  of  tbe  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith.”  A 
writer  ought  to  appreciate,  and  to  keep  in 
mind,  this  scriptural  definition  of  “a  good 
man,”  before  be  undertakes  to  write  lb;  life 
of  one  ;  otherwise  he  may  blunder  ns  much 
as  Southey,  with  all  his  genius,  must  have 
done  if  he  had  attempted  to  write  the  “  life  and 
times”  of  Euler  or  La  Place,  with  the  “origin 
and  progress”  of  differentiation  ;  or  as  a  very 
learned  divine  might  do,  if  he  attempted  to 
rival  Soyer’s  Art  of  Cookery,  or  farmer  Brown 
on  “  Protection.”  The  Laureate  mistook  his 
qualifications  when  he  undertook  to  write  tbe 
life  of  the  author  of  the  “  Pilgrim’s  Progress,” 
and  “Grace  abounding  to  the  chief  of  sinners.” 
He  could  admire  talent ;  be  could  revere  piety 
as  a  curious  and  interesting  phase  of  the 
human  mind  ;  and  he  was  very  far  indeed 
from  joining  in  the  sneer  which  the  name  of 
Bunyan  used  to  provoke,  till  it  came  lo  be  dis¬ 
covered  that  every  mau  of  genius  should  have 
a  nook  on  his  shelves  for  the  Pilgrim’s  Pro¬ 
gress  as  much  as  for  Robinson  Crusoe,  and 
for  the  self-same  reason.  But  Southey  did 
not  prove  that  “  the  oflfence  of  the  cross”  has 
ceased;  nor  will  it  till  the  day  when  “tbe 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  shall  cover  the  earth

Southey's  \VesIey  fs  1l>xwn  xv  t»c  -ntrerwAtoly 
esteemed,  admired,  venerned,  blamed,  pitied  ; 
but  always,  and  above  all,?o  be  stared  at. 

Some  Wesleyans  were  hurl  that  Southey 
did  not  see  everything  god  in  Methodism  ; 
and  they  stood  up  as  zeakisly  for  the  dreams, 
visions,  supernatural  vdees,  and  fanatical 
ravings,  which  charactcited  its  early  days, 
and  which  Wesley  himsif  reg;irded  ns  the 
finger  of  God,  as  for  itsdctrine  of  perfection 
in  the  flesh, and  the  necesny  of  “  assurance.” 
Some  Calvinists  abused  fouthey  because  he 
did  not  denounce  Wen?y’s  Arminianism. 
Some  who  called  theniseHa  orthodox  Church¬ 
men  almost  forgave  whaUvas  best  in  Method¬ 
ism,  because  of  that  ver  Arminianism  ;  for 
it  was  some  atonement  ftr  a  field-preacher’s 
telling  men  they  must  k  born  again,  if  he 
could  only  add,  “  Nota  leoe,  Calvin  was  a 
rascal.” 

The  darker  shades  of  he  book  to  our  eye, 
were  of  a  different  ha>  For  instance,  in 
pointing  out  what  bacooidered  exceptionable 

M.tbodTsm — as,  afuty^.oiftE-r  poima,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  doctrine  of 'egeneraiion  or  con¬ 
version,  and  the  infliienos  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
Southey  aimed  his  blow.l  what  is  not  merely 
Methodistic  but  Chrislin  ;  coofounding  tbe 
error  and  fanaticism,  witi  much  that,  however 
misunderstood  or  pervfled,  is  in  its  germ 
sound-minded  and  scriitiral.  He  never  re¬ 
presses  \Vhai  he  consiars  a  good  story — a 
story  which  has  point  r  fun  in  it — a  story 
which  tells  well,— on  atount  of  any  scruple 
of  its  touching  irrevereny  upon  sacred  topics. 
He  quotes — and  witboutiny  necessity — much 
worse  than  trash  from  will-meant  but  insuffer- 
abli  Moravian  hymns,  ong  obsolete,  and  as 
much  condemned  bymolem  Moravians  as  by 
himself,  and  show’s  Iha'he  thought  more 
amusing  a  thoughtless  ruder  than  of  edifying 
a  serious  one.  Calvinisi  is  his  chief  horror ; 
and  he  delights  to  laud  Wesley  for  his  anti- 
Calvinism  ;  but  Weiley  rould  not  have  thank¬ 
ed  him  for  his  aid  ;  ind  lishop  Horsley  would 
have  told  him  tbail,  in  aiming  his  shafts  at 
Calvinism,  he  shoi^  hive  aocertatned  what 
Calvinism  is,  for  wa—  wC  Wt»;ok  |^r.*Mw*;on 
he  injured  “  the  comoioi  ralvation.”  He  did 
not  appear  to  have  anydtfinite  views  of  the 
economy  of  the  Goai>eh  snd  he  was  therefore 
unable  to  exhibit  the  ine  genius  and  bearing 
o(  Methodism,  and  scripiurslly  to  point  out  its 
merits,  its  defects,  and  ts  evils.  There  is  no 
decided  evidence  in  llese  volumes  that  he 
was  even  barely  oithcdoi  in  regard  to  the 
divinity  of  our  Lord,  and  the  doctrine  of  the 
atonement.  To  the  awful  subject  of  Satanic 
agency,  he  alludes  rathei  jocosely  than  serious¬ 
ly  ;  and  wc  fear  arc  may  say  much  the  same 
as  to  the  influence* of  ike  Holy  Spirit,  which 
not  all  the  extravagancies  of  some  of  the 
early  Methodists  sbouU  tempt  a  holy  man  to 
jest  upon.  As  respacu  the  doctrine  of  “  justi¬ 
fication  by  faith  only,”  or,  in  Wesley’s  ow'n 
words,  “  the  allowing  ro  cause  of  justification 
but  the  death  and  righteousness  of  Christ,  and 
no  instrumenlai  cause  but  faith ;”  which 
doctrine  he  declared  to  be  “  the  overturning 
of  Popery  from  its  foundations,”  Southey 
does  not  ufTecl  to  disguise  bis  disapprobation; 
though  he  coitforto  tgfiiself  with  beiieviog 
that  “  It  was  flies  ymfifcLd  in  all  the  naked 
absurdity  oi  its*  consequences,  that  naked 
absurdity,  we  suppose,  which  certain  judicious 
objectors,  cited  by  the  Apostle  Paul,  antici¬ 
pated  Mr.  Southey  in  urging  against  the  doc¬ 
trine,  namely,  that  it  would  “  lead  men  to  sin” 
in  order  that  “  grace  might  abound.”  The 
compilers  of  our  Anglican  Articles — for  in¬ 
stance, of  theeieventh,  twelfth, and  thirteenth — 
were  not  detorrad  by  this  “  naked  absurdity” 
from  insisting  upon  tbe  doctrine,  and  saying 
in  regard  to  such  falsely  alleged  consequences,

Support  of  the  Ministry. 

It  is  expressly  ordained  that  they  that 
“  preach  the  gosptd  should  live  of  the  gospel,” 
and  that  “  he  that  is  Uught  in  the  word” 
should  “  communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth 
in  all  good  things.”  And  that  is  not  merely 
equitable,  but  indispensable,  in  order  to  their 
discharging  the  duties  of  their  office.  They 
ure  generally  dependent  on  their  labors  for 
their  subsistence.  They  cannot  unite  two 
professions,  and  succeed  in  either,  any  more 
than  a  lawyer  or  physician.  Whatever  time 
and  care  is  bestowed  on  a  mere  secular  occu¬ 
pation,  undertaken  fora  livelihood,  is  not  only 
injuriously  withdrawn  from  their  pastoral 
labors  or  studies,  but  the  weariness  and  dis¬ 
traction  which  it  occasions,  diminish  the 
efTectiveness  of  that  which  is  left  for  their 
proper  work.  The  office  of  a  church  in  this 
relation  is  very  beautifully  and  impressively 
illustrated  by  the  use  of  a  candlestick,  or  lam|>- 
stand,  which  isemployed  in  tbe  Apocalypse  as 
its  symbol.

I  had  hoped  to  to  see  in  your  paper  some 
notice  of  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  Ban¬ 
ner  of  the  Cross  on  the  9th  of  March.  Others 
failing  to  do  so,  I  regard  it  as  a  duty  to  call  the 
attention  of  your  readers  to  the  matter. 

Most -of  us  know  what  are  the  principles 
upon  which  the  paper  referred  to  professes  to 
act,  in  things  pertainingtolhe  office  ofa  bishop. 
It  maintained  a  studied  silence  concerning 
much  of  the  conduct  of  Bishop  Ives,  so  that  it 
drew  upon  it  the  “  bitter  reproaches”  of  the 
Calendar.  And  it  then  justified  its  course  in 
“  a  leader”  from  which  we  will  quote — and  as 
fairly  as  we  can.  Says  the  Banner :  “  Some 
time  ago  in  an  editorial  on  ‘  newspaper  pro¬ 
prieties,’  we  defined  the  rule  which  should 
govern  us  in  cases  where  the  official  action  of 
our  ecclesiastical  superiors  or  bishops  were 
(was?)  concerned.  As  they  were  amenable 
to  a  regularly  constituted  authority,  and  as  the 
editorial  chair  was  not  above  the  Episcopal 
Bench,  toe  made  it  our  rule  never  to  sit  in 
private  judgment  over  their  official  acts.  In¬ 
deed,  no  opinion  can  justly  be  formed  of  our 
estimate  of  the  views  held  by  a  bishop,  be¬ 
cause  of  our  firm  adherence  to  this  rule  in  his 
case.  Such  a  course,  in  our  esteem,  is  the 
legitimate  consequence  of  sound  Church  prin¬ 
ciples.  He  must  be  a  poor  exponent  of  sound 
churchmanship  who  reverses  the  order  which 
Gk)d  has  established.”  And  again  ;  “  We 
would  far  rather  incur  the  reproach  of  beinp  a 
sympathizer  with  an  erring  brother,  than  be- 
come  liable  to  the  fearful  penally  attached  to 
that  solemn  command,  ‘Judge  not,  that  ye  be 


This  is  strong  language,  but  it  is  strictly 
true  as  far  as  they  are  concerned,  with  whom 
the  Banner  sympathizes.  In  this  case,  its 
principle  of  silence  is  applied  with  the  largest 
^neroaity.  Nor  do  I  wish  to  carp  at  the  feel¬ 
ing  which  prompts  such  a  course  of  action. 

1  can  render  it  all  honor,  but  it  must  proceed 
from  veneration  for  constituted  authority,  and 
not  from  sympathy  with  those  in  whose  com¬ 
pany  we  have  been  accustomed  to  act,  nor 
from  a  desire  to  avoid  an  unpleasant  responsi¬ 
bility. 

Having  glanced  at  the  action  of  the  Banner 
in  one  case,  and  the  reasons  it  assigns  for  its 
peculiar  conduct,  I  will  now  refer  to  its  action 
in  another  case,  and  to  the  causes  which  im¬ 
pel  it  to  adopt  difTerent  modes  of  treatment, 
even  though  the  symptoms  iodicate  precisely 
the  same  remedy.  Bishop  Mclivaine  preached 
a  sermon  at  the  consecration  of  Dr.  Upfoid, 
and  taking  as  his  text  these  words  of  St.  Paul, 
“Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all 
saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that  1  should  preach 
among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ,”  he  announced  this  proposition :  “  Tbe 
great  work  of  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel  is  to 
Tho- Banner  received' a  copy  of 
this  discourse,  but,  instead  of  merely  acknow*

Why 
should  three  Bishops  he  gathered  from  distant 
parts,  why  should  the  consent  of  the  whole 
Church  be  asked  for  the  admission  of  the  elect 
bishop  to  tbe  order  of  the  ministry  wherein 
be  became,  with  St.  Paul,  ‘an  overseer  of  tbe 
flock  of  Christ  ?*  Was  all  this  done  to  enable 
Dr.  Upfoid  to  preach  ?”  flbe.,  dbc.  Again: 
“We  ars  constrained  to  say  this  much,  be¬ 
cause  we  cannot  reconcile  tho  doctrine  of  this 
sermon  with  the  ordinal  of  the  Church,”  &c.

tioned,  which  very  frequently  causes  instant  1 
death.  I  went  to  see  a  crocodile  which  visited  | 
the  largest  villageaiCavalla,8oroe  months  ago.  ' 
It  was  about  three  feet  long,  and  seemed  to  ' 
be  an  object  of  great  terror  to  the  poor  na-  | 
lives,  who  did  not  suffer  it  to  remain  long  in  ' 
their  town.  They  took  it  back  to  the  sw'anip  ' 
whence  it  came,  without  doing  it  any  harm.  * 
The  poor  man  who  was  accused  of  witchcraft  ' 
on  this  occasion,  was  begged  off  by  his  ' 
friends;  and  his  accusers  did  nut  administer  ' 
to  him  the  poisonous  drink  ab«ve-meniioned,  ' 
which  might  have  taken  his  life. 

If  a  new  farm  is  cleared,  and  sown  with 
rice,  a  new  greegree  is  made  for  the  party 
concerned.  A  tfevil  iWior  i«  •mployed  for 
this  purpose.  He  gets  his  living  by  making 
and  selling  these  poor  senseless  charms. 
This  new  greegree  they  think  will  insure  a 
large  crop  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  particular  seasons  when  fish  can  he 
caught,  tbe  devil  doctor  is  again  employed  to 
make  a  fish  greegree,  perhaps  for  the  whole 
town,  that  all  may  have  good  success  in  fish¬ 
ing.  There  is  a  very  large  fine  fish,  which 
they  sometimes  catch  in  great  numbers;  but 
though  so  abundant,  we  Missionaries  can  sel¬ 
dom  buy  them  at  any  price,  because  they  are 
afraid  we  will  fry  them.  They  say  in  this 
case,  tbe  same  kind  of  fish  still  in  the  sea 
would  smell  their  friends  as  they  were  being 
I  fried,  and  they  would  never  be  able  to  catch 
any  more.  They  generally  boil  their  fish. 

Another  greegree  is  made  and  placed  over 
or  beside  the  door  of  any  house,  which  they 
believe  will  lake  care  of  it  when  the  family 
have  occasion  to  leave  it  entirely  deserted  for 
a  lime.  This  greegree  will  not  only  keep 
thieves  away,  but  it  will  also  prevent  the  but 
from  catching  fire,  or  receiving  any  other 
damage. 

Another  greegree  is  made  by  the  same 
devil  doctor,  and  put  up  in  some-  prominent 
place,  to  bring  plenty  of  money  into  the  town, 
i'his  may  he  a  bush,  or  simply  a  pole  with  a 
small  palm  branch  banging  upon  it,  or  it  may 
be  two  crutches  placed  upright  in  tbe  ground, 
with  a  Slick  placed  across  them.  They  are 
made  of  very  simple  material,  and  in  the 
simplest  manner. 

There  are  various  greegrees  which  they 
carry  about  their  persons.  These  are  nu 
merous,  and  are  for  various  purposes.  One 
worn  on  the  head  is  to  prevent  the  headache. 
This  is  often  simply  a  siring  with  a  leopard’s 
tooth,  or  else  a  shell  upon  it.  Another  is 
worn  around  the  neck,  and  hangs  dangling 
upon  the  breast.  This  may  be  a  war,  or  a 
life  greegree— or  for  some  other  important 
object — for  they  have  them  for  almost  every 
purpose  which  you  can  name.  The  war 
greegree  will  ensure  success  in  war;  and  the 
life  greegree  will  preserve  life  whenever  it  is 

a  greegree  upon  their  ankles,  {si 
least  the  sailors  and  fishermen  do,)  which  is 
a  shark  greegree. 

Witchcraft  is  extensively  believed  in  and 
practised  among  these,  as  well  as  most  other 
heathen  nations.  A  person  seldom  gets  sick 
or  dies,  without  tbe  family  of  that  person  ac¬ 
cusing  some  one,  who  is  thought  to  b«  an 
enemy,  of  having  bewitched  the  sick  or  de¬ 
ceased  person,  and  caused  his  sickness  or 
death.  Sometimes  several  persons  are  ac¬ 
cused,  even  in  the  case  of  tbe  death  of  a  little 
child,  and  all  made  to  drink  gidu,  or  sassa- 
wood  tea,  which,  p^'rhaps,  may  cause  the 
death  of  all  those  who  drink  iu*  I  might 
tell  you  of  several  very  interesting  incidenu 
in  this  connection,  but  as  I  will  tell  you  more 
about  ibis  in  some  future  letter,  I  can  only  re¬ 
fer  to  the  subject  now.  It  makes  my  heart 
bleed,  dear  children,  when  1  think  of  tbe 
savage  cruefly  of  these  heathen  masses. 

I  might  go  on,  dear  children,  and  mention 
many  more  of  the  superstitious  notions  and 
practices  of  these  poor  heathen;  haul  pur¬ 
pose  to  speak  more  particularly  about  them 
in  the  few  letters  which  succeed  this.  Many 
of  their  customs  and  practices  will  be  brought 
forward,  to  show  how  totally  they  violate  all 
the  Comraaiidnients  of  the  Decalogue.  I 
purpose,  therefore,  to  take  them  up  separate¬ 
ly,  and  hope  to  succeed  in  interesting  you  in 
God’s  moral  law,  (that -you  may  more  fully 
obey  it  yourselves,)  as  well  as  in  tbe  super-

In  addition 
to  the  many  satisfactory  proofs  given  in  con¬ 
firmation  of  this  fact,  we  subjoin  the  following 
extract  from  the  private  journal  of  that  excel¬ 
lent,  devoted  man,  and  Christian,  Gov. 
Buchanan,  written,  as  it  will  be  seen,  while 
on  an  official  visit  there  in  1840 : 

— Went 
with  Dr.  Day  and  Capt.  Parsons  over  to  the 
Cove,  and  sounded  carefully  ibe  whole  sec- 
iion  inside  of  the  ledge  of  rocks — taking  the 
bearings  of  each  pjace  by  the  compass.  We 
found  good  anchorage  in  four  ana  five  fath¬ 
oms  behind  the  rocks,  very  accessible  and 
safe  in  all  weathers.  I  am  more  than  ever 
convinc»'d  of  the  importance  of  a  settlement 
at  this  place,  and  shall  lose  no  lime  in  effect¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  one  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.” 

It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  this 
particular  spot  the  first  body  of  emigrants 
sent  out  by  the  Pennsylvania  Colonization 
Society,  were  settled ;  and  it  was  not  long 
afterwards,  before  they  were  attacked  by  a 
ruthless  band  of  the  “Fisbmen,”  then  living 
in  large  numbers  in  the  neighborhood,  who 
fell  upon  and  massacred  several  of  them,  and 
drove  the  balance  off  to  the  older  settlements. 

It  has  since  been  made  manifest,  that  this  at¬ 
tack  was  instigated  by  the  slave  traders,  as 
the  occupation  of  the  place  entirely  prevented 
their  carry ingv>n  their  accursed  traffic. 

A  merchant  of  our  city,  now  deceased, 
while  lying  off  the  Cove  trading,  shortly  be¬ 
fore  its  purchase  from  the  native  proprietors, 
eaw  600  of  ihw*  poor  people  shipped  from 
there  in  four  weeks  !  , 

Commander  Byrne,  of  the  sloop  of  war 
“Decatur,”  one  of  the  U.  States  squadron  on 
the  Coast,  lately  spent  several  days  there,  and 
strongly  recommends  h  as  affording  the  best 
possible  place  on  the  whole  coast  for  mis¬ 
sionary  operations,  or  colonization  purposes. 

That  such  institutions  as  are  contemplated, 
are  necessary  within  the  limits  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  Liberia,  and  the  prospect  of  large 
success  certain,  we  presume  no  one  will  call 
in  question.  With  every  good  wish  to  all 
our  Foreign  Missions,  wherever  planted,  we 
would  dispassionately,  and  with  all  possible 
kindness,  ask,  what  claims  have  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  India,  Hindoostan,  China,  Greece, 
«&c.,  upon  us  as  a  people,  that  they  have  not 
equally  upon  other  civilized  and  Christian 
nations?  On  the  contrary,  England  owes  In¬ 
dia  and  China  a  debt  that  may  possibly  never 
be  paid. 

Let  us  then  look  to,  and  endeavor  with  all 
our  might  to  liquidate  the  many  obligations 
which  Africa  has  upt^  us.  not  only  for  the 
past,  but  for  the  present  and  the  future.  In 
our  midst  are  three  millions  of  her  exiled 
cliildren,  and  in  Africa,  tbe  population  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  over  160  millions,  all  in  a  still  more 
degrading  bondage  of  not  only  body,  but 
mind  and  soul. 

Bassa  Cove  is  the  capital  town  of  the  Bas¬ 
sa  people.  This  tribe  is  believed  to  com¬ 
prise  at  least  50,000  souls,  within  the  limits  of 
Grand  Bassa  County,  ail  speaking  one 
dialect.  Through  the  industry  and  indefatiga¬ 
ble  exertions  of  Messrs.  Myhre,  Crocker  and 
Clark,  Baptist  Missionaries,  their  language 
has  been  reduced  to  system,  several  elemen¬ 
tary  works  and  books  of  the  New  Testament 
printed  and  in  circulation.  They  are  not  only 
willing,  but  most  anxious  to  enjoy  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  “  God-man,”  and  the  “  B<x)k-man,” 
the  preacher  and  the  teacher.  Then  too  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  large  number  of  Ameri¬ 
can  and  British  naval  officers,  and  the  seamen 
of  the  rapidly  increasing  commerce  of  the 

coast,  deserve  and  should  receive  tbe  ordi- 
■.■u^sm*  h*  Silt  eaiRTnmiFtr  xinrrcn 
there,  which  they  could  not  enjoy  until  they 
reached  the  British  colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  a 
distance  of  seven  hundred  miles  from  Cape 
Palmas,  the  seat  of  our  present  Mission. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  towards  the 
$3,000  dee  i  ed  necessary  for  the  support  of 
this  mission  by  the  Foreign  committee  at  New 
York,  $1200  per  annum  for  five  years  in 
addition  to  $600  for  building  purposes— has 
been  subscribed  chiefly  through  the  generous 
liberality  and  effort  of  one  of  the  members  ol 
St  Andrew’s  Church  of  this  city.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  then,  that  the  wealthy  of  our  Church 
and  every  Christian  who  prays  “thy  king- 
come,’*  may  feel  loudly  called  upon  to  assist 
I  in  this  holy  enterprize,  that  Ethiopia  may  be 
I  enabled  to  stretch  out  her  bands  unto  God, 
and  that  oppressed  and  down  trodden  Africa 
^  may  be  set  free  from  the  idolatry,  superstition, 
and  untold  measure  of  pollution,  in  which  she 
is  bound.

Church.  It  was^be  day  following  his  cruci¬ 
fixion.  He  bad  laid  that  when  he  should  be 
taken  away,  his  disciples  would  mourn  and 
fast.  The  first  day  of  the  week  called  the 
Lord’s  day,  was  (be  day  of  his  resurrection, 
hence  tbe  cbangFc  It  was  acted  upon  by  the 
Apostles.  It  wai  honored  by  the  successful 
preaching  ol  Holy  Peter  when  he  charged 
home  upon  lhpf«^stLied  thousands  of  Jeru¬ 
salem,  the  refteal  and  death  of  their  Lord, 
and  brought  iniothe  fold  of  Christ  three  thou¬ 
sand  converts  to  his  faith.  It  was  honored 
by  the  descent  o£  tbe  Holy  Ghost,  and  has 
been  rcceiTed^y  $^A'al  body  of  the  Church 
of  Christ, as  the  L>rdx  day  and  the  Christian 
Sabbath  from  iheiime  of  his  triumphant  re¬ 
surrection.

The  contents  of  the  letter  have  not 
yet  transpired,  but  it  is  rumored  that,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  Right  Rev.  Prelate  will  refuse  to  institute 
Mr.  Gorham,  and  that  he  is  prepared  to  risk 
the  consequences  of  this  refusal.  In  the  event 
of  the  Bishop’s  determination  to  disobey  the 
injunctions  of  the  Council,  he  may  be  suspend¬ 
ed,  and  ultimately  deprived  of  the  Episcopal 
supervision  of  his  see.” 

We  know  that  Dr.  Philpotts  is  a  bold  man, 
and  frequently  reckless,  hut  we  hardly  think 
he  will  be  soexceedingly  rash  as  to  justify  the 
above  rumor.  If  he  should,  we  trust  that 
Llhe  spirit  of  his  sainted  predecessor.  Bishop 
I  Hall,  will  be  revived  to  give  peace  to  a  dis¬ 
tracted  Zion, and  prosperity  loan  humbled  and 
suffering  Church.  There  is  little  danger  how¬ 
ever,  for  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Arches  is  quite  as  competent  to  institute 
\lr.  Gorham  as  his  predecessor  was  three 
hundred  years  ago,  when  he  performed 
the  same  office,  in  a  case  reported  by  Lord 
Coke,  where  another  Bishop  of  Exeter  was 
contumacious. 

Africa  and  the  Slave  Trade. 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  the  British  Par¬ 
liament  to  withdraw  from  the  coast  of  Africa 
the  English  fleet  employed  to  suppress  the 
Slave  Trade.  Petitions  against  the  measure 
were  presented  from  the  managers  of  the 
Church,  Wesleyan,  and  other  Missionary  So¬ 
cieties.

relinquish  the  war  against  the  slave  trade 
now, — that  to  do  so  would  destro}'  all  hope  of 
introducing  Christianity  and  lawful  trade  on 
the  coast  of  Africa, — and  that,  on  our  part,  it 
would  be  so  dishonorable  and  un-Christian 
an  act,  that  we  could  no  longer  expect  the 
Divine  favor.”

The  corner 
stone  of  the  “  Church  of  the  Crucifixion,"  was  laid 
by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on 
the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  March  16th. 

At  about  half  past  four  o’clock,  the  Bishop  at¬ 
tended  by  his  clergy  and  the  Wardens  and  Ves¬ 
try  of  the  projected  church,  were  on  the  ground, 
when,  after  the  u.<ual  sentences,  a  paper  was  read 
by  the  Pastor,  the  Rev.  O.  Evans  Shannon,  con¬ 
taining  a  synopsis  of  the  history  of  this  mission 
from  the  time  of  its  formation ;  giving  also  a  list  of

&.C.  This  parchment,  together  with  a  Bible, 
Prayer-book,  a  copy  of  the  “  Recorder”  and  of  the 
Banner  of  the  Cross,  were  placed  in  a  tin  box,  and 
deposited  in  a  cavity  of  the  corner-stone.  A  most 
appropriate  and  energetic  address  was  then  de¬ 
livered  by  the  Bishop.
